Dick  Putman  was  back  after  attending  school 
in  Fort  Wayne  during  the  eighth  grade.    La  Donna  Long  joined  us  from  Hoag- 
lin-Jackson  and  Suzzone  Conley  went  to  Van  Wert. 

During  our  Sophomore  year  Richard  Evans  began  to  really  get  his  pep  up 
and  kept  things  alive  in  dull  classes.    Remember  the  egg  in  English  class 
Richard!  !  !
